WAsrirxoTos. Feb. 4.—Tho President lias 


approved aud promulgated a revision of 
ttte civil-service rules, which makes several 
very important changes in tbe system of 
(ilipolntuientsiipon tests of titness applied 
to applicants for places In the departments 
at Washington and in tho classllied customs 
offices r.nd post-oElces. The commission 
has also revised the civil-service regula- 
tions to conform to the now rules. Tho new 
rules and regulations which were prepared 
by Commissioner Obcrly and amended by 
the other commissioners vcill go into effect 
on March 1. In brief they are as follows: 


The general rules are nine in number and aro 


applicable, except in one or two particulars, to 
all parts ol the cUiMsilled service, ar.U to some 
pur;* or the service not yet cliissllicd under tlic 
law or rules. 13y Kieio rules it Is made an 
offense.

Tho rules provide for the dismissal of uny 


ofilt-or, clerk or otlier employe who shall re- 
ceive or be In any iniinner concerned in solicit- 
ing or receiving any assessment, subscription 
or contribution for uny political purpose what- 
ever, from any employe ot anv department 
of the public service; or 
who slu;ll dis- 


charge or promote, or la any manner HIUIIRO 
the ollicial rank of any employe, or promise or 
tnreatcn to do so, Tor riving or refusing or 
withholding or neglecting to make uny contri- 
bution ol money or other valuable llilug for 
any politic;;! 
purpose; or 
\vlio shall, di- 


rectly or Indirectly, hand over to uiiy otlior 
person in said service, or lo any Senator, 
or ineuibL-r of tlie House of Representatives, 
or Territorial c'.elefjute, liny money or other 
valuable thing, on account of or to be applied 
to the promotion of any political purpose what- 
ever. It Is also provided that no question In 
any examination shull be so Irameil as to elicit 
tlie political or religious opinion or atllllutlon 
of competitors for place, uud thut if any ap- 
pointing or uomlna'.ini; olllcer shall make In- 
<l'.iiry concerning, or in any otlior way attempt 
to ascertain, tho politics or religion of any per- 
son who has passed an examination, or who 
bhtii: discriminate in favor of or against such 
person, he shall be dismissed from oillc-e. 


By the general rules several non-competitive 


cxainliuiiioiia are provided fornad compulsory 
examinations for promotion 
aro directed. 


The compulsory examination provision as sur;- 
KOstctl by the Commission was amended by tho 
President, who added the following words: 


"But 
persons In the-classified service who 


were honorably discharccJ fro:n the military 
or naval service 0? tho United States uud 
the widows anil orphans of deceased soldiers 
anil jailors shall bo exempt from sueh examin- 
ation." 


Another important feature of thn general 


rules Kives authority to an appointing or nom- 
inating olllcer. to whom the Commissioners may 
send the names of persons declared liy them to 
be eligible to a certain place, to object In writ- 
ing to all or any one of tho persons thus certi- 
fied, stating that for reasons to bo particularly 
speeltleil such persons, or any or them, are 
no: capable of performing the duties of the 
vacant place, and the Commissioners are di- 
rected to make certification of other names if 
the objections aro ascertained to ho good and 
well rounilel. The general rules also provide 
tbat soldiers and sailors who have been hon- 
orably discharged because of sickness or 
wounds 
shall 
be

examinations, 


and that la making any reduction of force in 
any branch ot tho classi !led service honorably 
discharged soldiers aad sailors, and also the 
widows und orplutns o! deceased soldiers and 
sailors, shall be retained in preference tooth- 
ers. Tho department rules authorize tho elnss- 
iticntlou of commissions and Independent bu- 
reaus, as well as the departments at Washing- 
ton, and proscribes the examination that must 
bo provided to test litness for admission to this 
branch of the service. 


The maximum age limitation nf forty-rive 


years Is abrogated, and the minimum limita- 
tion is raised from eighteen to twenty years. 
Soldiers and sailors who have a cl.iim of prefer- 
ence in civil and military appointments lire let 
In at 05 per centum, but in nil other cases the 
minimum fji'iidc of eligibility -has been raised 
from G."> to 
TO por centum. The number oC 


names to uc eertttlcd to au appointing otnccr 
from wclea to select for an appointment has 
b03n reduced from four to three. 


In commenting on tho revised civil-ser- 


vice rules Commissioner Edgecton called 
attention to the absence of the rule requir- 
ing appointing ofllcers, whenever n dis- 
missal from the executive civil service is 
in-.ide, to tile a written statement of t!io 
cause of such dismissal. Mr. Edgerton said 
such a ride had been submitted to the 
President, but it failed to meet his approval.
